This is an update to the Pixel Print User Guide outlining changes 
to the program and tape as compared to the original program 
Cversion 1.0). 


MOVE: 

ALL of the functions described in the User Guide proper are 
unchanged in version 2.0 except the MOVE Function. In version 1.0 
you could press T or t to move toward the top at a rate or 64 
pixel rows per scroll. Likewise, B or b moved you toward the 


bottom. Version 2.0 has expamded the scroll Feature: T and B 
Ccapitols) scroll you toward the Top/Bottom as in version 1.0, but 
t and b Clower case?) will scroll toward the top/bottom at 8 pixel 
rows (1 standard character row) each scroll. And, while in the 
MOVE mode, the THEN and TO Cwith symbol shift) move you toward the 
top/bottom respectively 1 pixel row each scroll. Thus, version e.O0 
provides you with the ability to select, with single pixel 
precision, any pixel row you want for LOADING GRAPHICS. 


The most significant change between versions 1.0 and 2.0 is the 
addition of a BLOCK FUNCTION command to the MENU line. This is 
shown as an INVERSE B. When you select this Cpress B), you get a 
second menu... the BLOCK FUNCTION menu. From this you can select a 
COPY command, ERASE command, INSERT Cpixel row), DELETE Cpixel 
row), or RETURN to the regular menu. These are selected by 
pressing the key corresponding to the First letter of the command 
Cas in the main menu). 


NOTE: before accessing the BLOCK FUNCTION menu, be sure that you 
have SAVEd the screen you are working on. This is done with the 
SAVE command, or automatically with the MOVE, LOAD, etc. 
Functions. Also, the block function commands work directly with 
the column ’bytes’... there is no UNDO of the block Functions! 


COPY: 

Select COPY from the BLOCK FUNCTION menu by pressing ’C’. You will 
be asked to confirm this selection: Press Y or N. The COPY command 
uses three command entries: COPY FROM, COPY TO, and COPY HERE. The 
COPY FROM command marks the TOP of the segment you wish to copy. 
COPY TO marks the BOTTOM of the segment, and COPY HERE marks the 
postion the new COPY is to be placed Cover-writting what was at 
that location). COPY FROM starts at the left-most side of the 
screen at the pixel row marked by the top of the cursor. When you 
select the Copy function and confirm by pressing ’Y’, COPY FROM is 
executed. COPY FROM is printed at the bottom of the menu line. Be 
sure you set the cursor at the COPY FROM position prior to 
selecting COPY. When COPY FROM is complete, you return to the main 


menu... Next, place the cursor at the COPY TO position and select 
the BLOCK FUNCTION again. Since you are in COPY mode, COPY TO is 
assumed and is printed at the bottom of your menu line. The main 
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menu returns when the COPY TO position is recorded. NOTE: the COPY 
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your cursor. The COPY TO location must be lower in the column than 
the COPY FROM or the command is cancelled. Next, place the cursor 
at the COPY HERE postion (marked by the top of the cursor), and 
select BLOCK FUNCTION again to execute COPY HERE. THe COPY command 
is executed and the results is displayed on the screen. NOTE: COPY 
HERE can be above or below COPY FROM... but be careful not to copy 
beyond the bottom of the column. THERE IS NO UNDO! 


ERASE: 

The ERASE function works much like the COPY command, except there 
are only ERASE FROM and ERASE TO commands. Everything between 
these two positions is ’erased’ from memory. THERE IS NO UNDO! 


INSERT: 

The INSERT command, when selected, instantly inserts 1 pixel row 
into memory at the top of the cursor. Everything below this 
position is moved down, the bottom pixel row is lost. 


DELETE: 
The DELETE command, when selected, instantly removes 1 pixel row 
From memory at the top of the cursor. Everything below this 


position is moved up, the top pixel row is lost and a blank row is 
Created at the bottom of the column. 


MISC: 

Inorder to implement the BLOCK FUNCTION commands’ efficiently, it 
was necessary to totally re-write the memory structure of the 
pixel print column. You, the user, are only affected by this in 
that version 1.0 columns Cif you had version 1.0) are not 
compatible with the version 2.0 program! Sorry! At this point, I 
do not plan to create a conversion utility, so keep that old 
version around if you purchased it to view/print old columns. 


Utility 01, included on version 1.0 tapes, was a GREETING CARD 
ICON conversion utility... it is not provided on version 2.0 
tapes. The ICON package is much better suited for this function! 


Following the Pixel Print program on the tape is the CHANCERY font 
Cas defined in the user guide). New on the tape, following the 
Chancery Font, is a PIXEL PRINT sample column called ’Sample’. 
Load it using the LOAD Function and ‘play’ with it to get used toa 
the program.
